INTELLIGENCE FROM THE FEJEE ISLAND. 


—The U. S. sloop of War John Adams, E. B. 
Boutwell comciancler, arrive-l at Panama on 
the M inst, from the Fejee Islands. She left 
Panama last July for the Ft'jee Inlands, to en- 
quire into and seek reparation for many cruel- 
ties committed by the natives, aud to demand 
indemnity for the plunder of several American 
shipfi, trading and lishing in theFejeoan Archi- 
uelugoeB during the eruisiugofthe John Adams 
iu the F<-j(>e Group of Islands. Five Sharp 
engiigoniehta took place between her crew and 
the Cannibals of Polynesia. Five of their 
largest towns wm-o burned, and all the houses 
therein reduced to ashes. 


An important treaty was also ratified between 


Commander Bnutwell and Tenrike, or Thekan- 
bu, the King, of Fejee, ou behalf of the Ameri- 
can Government.
